acd propel tji and it secured to us our Na 
tional Government, without which it would 
have no existence; it recognizes the right re- 
served by the States to regulate and control 
their own domestic institutions, with sepa- 
rate, sovereign aud independent Governments 
for that purpose. The crime and wickedmss 
with which the rebels stand charged is a vio- 
la' ion of this sacred instrument, and under the 
f ilse pretense of a constitutional right to do so.

North, and lengtheu this wicked rebellion. 
I will Introduce and urge the passage of a law 
repelling the confiscation aet passed st lact 
session, because it is n war against property 
instead of against the armed rebels, punishes 
the innocent as well as the guilty, and is con- 
trary to the principles of our Government.

If it 
is deentfd necessary by the party in power to 
deprive the Southern men of the labor of the 
negro, as a war policy or necessity, then take 
and hold the slaves until the rebellion Is ter- 
minated and then return them to their mas- 
ters, thus holding out strong inducements to 
the rebels to return to their allegiance. The 
personal property confiscated should be like- 
wise disposed of. The Constitution is just as 
supreme In reserving powers from the Gov- 
ernment as it nTTn granting powers to it. It, 
therefore, the Federal Government, or any 
department of it, disregards or tramples un- 
der their fset the rights reserved to the States, 
it is as much rebellion and revolution as when 
the Southern Statea undertook to trample un- 
der their feet the powers granted to the Fed- 
eral Government. Jetrerson said "he could 
not Imagine any greater calamity that could 
befall the American people than a dissolution 
of the Union, unless It wss a Government 
without limitation of powers." Washington, 
in speaking of the exercise ol powers not 
granted, said: "The spirit of encroachment 
tends to consolidate all the departments in 
one, and to create, whatever the form of gov- 
ernment, a real despotism." A grin he says, 
in commenting upon the Federal Constitution: 
"But let there be no change by usurpation; 
for though this, In one instance, may be 
su inbtrument of good, it is the customary 
weapon by which all free Governments are de- 
stroyed." I am opposed to any interference 
ot slavery by the General Government — .he 
institution of slavery belongs alone to the 
States, and over which the Goyersment can- 
not exercise any rightful authority. If it is 
a sin to own slaves, the owners alone are re- 
sponsible. 

Slaw ry has existed In the world from time 
immemorial. There was slavery among the 
Jews. The Theocratic Government of that 
people made no injunction against it. The 
Greeks also owned slaves. At the introduc- 
tion of Christianity into the world, says Mr. 
Webster, "the Roman world was full ol slaves, 
and I suppose there is to be found no Injun 
tion against that relation between man at 
man in the teachiugs of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ oranyofhis apostles. ' p Slavery existed 
in all the thirteen original States except one, 
at the formation of the Government. The 
Federal Constitution recogniz-is the institu- 
tion of slavery, and makes provision lor its 
security aud protection. 

In eu'pport of the position I take, that slav- 
ery exists under the State Governments aud 



interference upon the part of ihc General 
Government with slavery, but, on the eofi- 
trary, always denounced it as an usurpation 
and unwarranted c*erci*e of power. 

I referred to Ihc jiollcy all«de4 to not as an 
independent proposition, but one 
better than that of Mr. Lincoln, contained iu 
hU proclamation of January 1, l>jf>i. I there 
fore bupe no on* »il' *e Minified by Jem i- 
gogues and unscrupulous politicians' taking 
garbled extracts from my address with the 
er'.rffst ^.«i*n »f misleading arid deceiving 
the voters of the district.

"I have a cordial and profound respect for 
the learned statesman that, in his broad phil- 
anthropy, loves his race, and would have all 
men be free — yes, sir, for the man who, at 
suitable times and hopeful occasions, strikes 
boldly, practically, and without selfishness, 
for even universal emancipation; but 1 cannot 
see the hope nor the prudence of forcing the 
subjeut Upon the country now as n element 
of political strife.'* 

Col. Gilder wa« a candidate for Congress in 
tais district, in l^Ol, and published a circular, 
containing, among other things, the following 
questions, propounded to him by Mr. Lewis, 
with b^s answers thereto, as follows. v'S :

31. Are you for or against tbe recognition 
by the Federal Government of the independ- 
ence of the Confederate Statcer and will you 
vote for or against making provision for such 
rece>gnitlon? 

iwiw.-I repeat my answer to the last 
oucstion, aud , in addition. My, that if the in- 
dependence of the Confederate States can be 
Constitutionally recoguized, the belter opin- 
ion is that it can only be done through the 
medium of a National Couvention. I w.ll 
vote for i ailing a National Convention. I 
plant myself upou tbe Crittenden resolutions 
of July.'l.Mll, and to accomplish the oljects 
set forth therein, I will vote every man and 
every dollar. I will not vote tor nor appro- 
priate one dollar, nor to any extent aid in ac- 
eouiplisaiug or carrying out the objects set 
forth in tbe President's proclamatiou of Jan- 
uary 1, lSIW, nor to arm, clothe or e qu p negro 
soldiers, nor to pay for negroes emancipated 
by the President or Congress — believing these 
measures all to be in violation of the CMMtt- 
luliou of the Uuitcd States and in eortlici 
wim tbe existence and perpetuity of our Gov- 
ernment and the interest and happiness of the 
American people.

From a number of rat-' c facers who were 
at Port Hudson at the time of its surrender to 
M*k>f Oenera) Banks, and who have since re 
turned to New Orleans, we have obtained the 
following particulars In regard to the imme- 
diate causes wbie?h Ted to Its capitulation, and 
the manner in which they were brought 
about Tbe number and standing of the gen- 
t!em:n with whom we have conversed on the 
subject (« convincing that tbe statement is 
correct. On the morning of the 7th instant, 
as s luted in the dispatch of our correspond- 
ent at Port lludsou, s salute was fired from 
both the upper and lower fleets immediately 
on the receipt of the news from Vicksbnrg, 
and tbe binds of the different regiments 
struck up national and patriotic airs. The 
wildest enthusiasm prevailed among our sol- 
diers all day, and the proximity of the con 
tending fore* enabled the rebels in Port Mnd- 
son to hear tne cheering without enlightening 
them as to the caose. 

At several points on the line* th 
our troops were so near together 
sations could be held, and were 
without danger to either party. 

Toward evening on the 7th the curiosity of 
the rebels to learn what was going on became 
so great that one of their ofticers called out to 
a Union officer, asking: 

■ What are you making all that noise

Tile Union officer then told him he would 
procure a cdpy of Geo. Grant's official dis- 
patch, and pass it over the parapet to him. 
Tbe rebel said if he would do so, and voueh 
for its geculneuess on his honor as a gentle- 
man and soldier, hi iFotfid be convinced. 

The Union officer at once procured a copy 
of the dispatch, and, taking It to the enemy's 
breastworks, gave it to the officer with whom 
he bad been conversing, and at the same time 
assured him on the honor of a soldier that the 
dispatch was genuine, and that he had copied 
it with his owu hand. Tbe rebel, having read 
|r, said he was satisfied ol Its truthfulness, aud 
that he thought U useless for Port Hudson 
longer to attempt to hold out. 

Things remained in the same position as 
previous to the Interview, until two o'clock 
the next morning, when a parley was sounded 
from the rebel works, which was answered, 
and an officer came out with a dispatch from 
Gen. Gardiner, asking on what terms s sur- 
render would be accepted. 

As soon as the message could be cenveyed 
to Gen. Bank - ao answur was returned, in ef- 
fect that only an unconditional surrender 
would be accepted. 

General Gardiner accepted the terms, and 
asked a few hours to make the necessary ar- 
rangements. He was given twenty-four hours, 
but did not take that length of time. At 12 
m., on the *th of July, our forces entere-d 
Port Hudson, and became tho masters of that 
etrr,nghold. 

The rebels were all drawn up in line of bat- 
tle, with iheir arms stacked in front of them, 
and the hungry soldiers ot Gen. Gardiner 
were promptly fed from the commissariat of 
onr army. 

In another part of the Era we find the fol- 
lowing : 

We have some additional details in regard 
to the surrender of Port Hudson. 

The surrender was tendered on the 8tb, and 
Gen. Bunks marched in and took possession 

on the 3th. 

The uumber of rebel soldiers drawn up in 
line, when the surrender look place, was 
about four thousand. 

In addition to this number, there were 
about fifteen hundred sick and wounded; the 
wounded numbered about five hundred. The 
wounds are generally very severe, in the head, 
and by the bullets of sharpshooters. 

Oar batteries had done a great deal ot 
damage, having destroyed an immense amount 
of stores. 

The United States flag was run up at nino 
o'clock on Thuiaday morning, the '.Hh inst., 
aid was saluted by the nartford as she 
passed. 

There had been terrible sickness in the gar- 
rison, and almost total destitution of medielae. 
They suffered terribly from this eauss. 

There was a good supply of ammunition, 
all ot which fell int > our bands. 

At the time the Hartford left Port Uudecu,

ot w ho was no friend to slavery, but a statesman 
and a patriot, in the full sense ot the term. He 
said: 'The other and third clear historical 
truth is that the Convention meant to leave 
slavery in the States, or they found it entirely 
under the control of the States." Again, he 
say*; ''When I say I regard slavery Ta iiseH 
as a great moral, social and political evil, I 
only use language which has been adopted by 
distinguished men, themselves citizens of 
siaveholdiog States.

From General Blunt s Command-Near 
Fort Gibson-A Rapid Han h-Skir- 
mi*h with General Cooper-Situation 
and Prospect. 

[Cor. of the Leavenworth Conservative.] 
Cabin Ckeek, 50 Miles Nohth Ft. Gibsom, » 
July 10, 1863 )' 
Arrived here about noon tc-day. We ex- 
pected to meet the rebels, as we saw troops 
coming out of the timber before we reached 
here. They proved to be the escort of a Union 
train returning from Fort Gibson to Fort 
Scott. When ihe old man (Blunt) heard ot an 
enemy being in tbe brush, he seemed to be a 
new man. lie looked to me like a man who 
had bet his last card and iron H« was all 
alive, active, enthusiastic, and rea« for the 
wcrk. t really believe Blunt, with ten men, 
would fight a thousand rebels before he would 
retreat. 

A week ago, the troops guarding the train 
from Fort Scott had a S ?ht with Gen. Cooper 
and CoL Stand Waiiie. The rebels numbered 
one thousand men — two hundred Ttxans and 
eight hundred Indians. As far as I can learn, 
the fighting waa between Capt. Stewart's 
company, D.h Kansas, tbe Colorado Hd, and.: 1 1 
Wisconsin, on our side, and the Texane on 
the other. Stewart's company routed the 
Ti x ins in a fair charge, losing one killed and 
tif cen wounded. 

The loyal Indians, commanded by Colonel 
Foreman (who, all say, acted bravelv), were 
ordered by him to cross the river. Immedi- 
ately tne Indians on both sides disappeared 
In the brush. Not one of them was killed or 
wounded, and not one was seen again on the 
ground. This skirmish settles the fact, if it 
needed confirmation, that Indians won't stand 
a fair stand-up fight. 

Our Imports and Rfcports. 

The total imports of foreign merchandise 
at this port for the twelve mouths unding 
June 30tb, amounted to f 179,'il!»,00D, exclu- 
sive of fl.C83.000 of ep cie. These figures 
for the preceding year were respectively f 132,- 
»ft,000 and $ll,6S7,000. Nominallythe goods 
imported show an increase of $W ,000,000; hut 
this is partly offset by tbe decline ih the cur- 
rency or measure of Value, as compared with 
the vear 1S61-2. Making due allowance for 
\b.U~, he figures for the two years will not be 
found to differ very materially. 

For the same period our t«ial exports were 
$1*0' •ieO.OOO, including #*, 7&»,0<H> ot merchan 
disc re-exported. Pnristg the preceding year 
the aggre*i'h amounted to $133,867,000, in 
eluding ?.'>, 105,090 re-exported. The same de- 
duction must Ih' made irom these, on account 
of the currency, as in the case of Imports. 

The export of specie was ♦52,1W,000, or one 
million per week. In 1961 2 it amounted to 
$28,953,030. The aggregate receipt of customs 
duty at this port were #51,083,H01, staiUst 
130 09C,02v> tbe year before. The receipt* of 
gold from California footed up to $20 123,873, 
against $30,088,943. It will be seen that we 
have parted with abont thirty-two millions 
Irom the stock cT specie On hand. Oa ac- 
count of existing dislocaiions, the export and 
import of specie at New York will tor some 
I'm j afford no reliable test of our relations 
toward foreign countries.— [Com.

not at such time legally exempted from mili- 
tary service, of such part thereof as in his 
judgment may be ncctsKtry to the puh»c de- 
fense. 

And Whehbas, in my judgment, the neces- 
sities of the public defense reqaire that every 
man c.pable of bearing arms, between the 

a<;es aforesaid, should now be called out to do 
Li - duty in the defense of his country, aud in 
driving back the Invaders now witkin the 
limits of the Confederacy, 

Now, therefore, I, Jeflersoa D*vls, Presi- 
dent of the Confederate States of America, 
do, by virtue ot the powers vested in me a» 
eforesaid, call ont and place in the military 
set vice of the Confederate States all white 
men resident of said States between the ages 
ol eighteen and forty five years, not leg-ally 
exempted from military service j and I d". 
hereby order and din ct that all person* sub- 
ject to this call and not now in the militarv 
service, do, upon being enrolled, forthwith re- 
pair to the conscript camps established in the 
r spec Live S:atea of which they may be resi- 
dents, under pain ol being held and punished 
as deserters in the event of their failure to 
obey this call, as provided in said laws. 

And I do further order aud direct that the 
enrolling oukers of the several State* pro- 
ceed at once to enroll all persons embraced 
within the terms of this proclamation, and 
not heretofore enrolled. 

And I do further order that it shall be law- 
ful for any person embraced within this call 
to volunteer for service before enrollment, 
and that persons so volunteering be allowed 
to select ihe arm of service and the company 
which they desire to join, provided such com- 
pany be deficient in the full number of men 
allowed by law for its organiz itloi.

Richmond, this fifteenth day ol July, in the 
year of our Lord one thousind eight hundred 
u:d sixty three.

TUB IRON 6LADS UP THK JAMBS RIVEB— TUE 
ENEMY ON JAMES RIVER. 

[From the Hiehmond Enquirer, July 17 ] 
The eat my had not deserted the James river 
on Tuesday, as was reported here daring the 
day. So tar from l iving, Tuesday waa tbe 
day of their most active operations. Early in the 
morning two monitor*, which had been higher 
up, dropped down to Fort Powhatan, wht re 
th' v were joined by seven wooden gunboats 
—the latter consisting chutly ol small schoon- 
ers, mounting one gun, and intended for the 
navigation of creeks, inlets and bayous Find- 
ing toe corn all clear of rebel soldiers and 
re; el guns tbe enemy sent some one hundred 
and fifty or two hundred m-:n ashore and de- 
stroyed the rude earthworks which had been 
thro'wa up at the fort. They also tired some 
three or four rudely constructed bulidlngs, 
which had been built for the accommodation 
of lb*- garrison which once occupied the 
f^rt. Having covered themselves with glory 
the vandals then returned to their boats, 
and the whole HottLta moved down the 
stream. 

After tue I eel had retired, some of our 
scout* came upon a Yankee soldier secreted 
in the bushes uear the lort. He cheerfully 
gave kirasclf up, and said he had deserted for 
the purpos* of becoming a citiz-n of the 
great free Southern Confederacy. He stated, 
further, that thesa movements on the June* 
were all intended as a mere diversion ; that 
Dix was marehing up the Peninsula and on 
to Richmond at the head of fifty thousand 
troops. Knowing this statement to be lalse, 
and believing that the fellow was a spy in- 
stead of a deserter, he was speedily sent to 
headquatters. He will, in all probahinty.be 
honored with a alack-rope i»jrformance at 
Richmond. 

LATEST. 

Two iron-clad Yankee gunboats passed City 
Point yesterday, and proceeded up James 
river. Seven gunboats and transports re- 
mained two miles below the Point. The ob- 
ject of this reconnoiasaace 1* quite apparent. 
The vandals are anxious to tiod out what 
f.r.-.- is supporting the gairisoo at Cbafilu'* 
and Drurv's BlulB. We shall probably hear 
further of their movements today. 

WHY PORT HUDSON SURRENDERED. 
[From the Montgomery Mall.l 
Tbe surrender of the garrison of Port Hud- 
son waa not unexpected, aad will caase aota- 
Inf like the same depression in the Confed- 
eracy as the fall of Vicksburg, though lu 
point of resistance to the enemy it ha* boiae 
* part no less creditable for gallantry and en- 
d urance. U nder the circunistanct:.«, the fall of 
tbe two place* was inseparably coanected, 
and it woald have been little- short of a raira- 
tkif Port Hudson bad beea able to with- 
stand the siege long after the fidl of Vicks- 
burg. Vicksburg capitulated oa the third, aad 
a dispatch of yesterday informs us that Port 
Hudson surrendered on ths eighth. Up to 
the tall of Vicksburg it seemed to be admit- 
ted, even by the Yankees, that General Gard- 
npr and his gallant little garrison had badly 
worsted Banks with all the force he could 
rake and scrape abou tNew Orleans, which, no 
dfiubr, axceeded oars two to one. 

But wl.hthe fall of Vicksburg, which gave 
the enemy the advantage of the Mu-siesippi 
to transport his troops from that poiat to 
Port Huisoa, the reduction of the latter place 
ia a very few days loUowed as a matter ot 
courie, and no iatelligent person acquainted 
with the situation could have expected any 
other result. Port Hudson is situated oa the 
cast bank of the Mississippi, ia Louisiana, 
one hundred and llfcy-five milea from Sew 
Orleans, and two hundred aad fifty from 
Vicksburg by the course of the river, and is 
oiaiaat one bundled and thirty e'ght miles 
sou'h-wtst of Jackson, by land. It la, there 
fore, easy to see that no succor from our 
foreta. was possible, without almott the 
r. rtalnty of capture by the enemy, wtte could 
throw hi* imuieaae army, la a very abort time, 
at any point on the river, and thus there wa* 
no alternative leU, after ta*» taeu eeonme 
known at Port Hudson, but to surrender with 
as little lose of lile as possible.

5eleoo bad everything so well amine id that 
bis men rushed into the saloon both from the 
front and rear at tbs same time, and before 
the sentinel was aware of their presence in 
that locality. At the police court they Wt re 
arraigned before Judge McDonnell for trial. 
Stamp pl<aded guilty to keeping a gambling 
house, and all tbe others, with the exception 
of a negro named Reuben Champ, pleaded 
guilty to being - inmates. Cbamp found wit- 
nesses who were willing to swear that be was 
on tbe sidewa'k and ran into the saloon just 
attar the policemen. He was discharged. 

The prisoners were about the roughest sp- 
pearinr specimens of tbe African race that 
ever appeared at tbe police court. Upon be- 
ing searched, dangerous knives of every de- 
scription were found upon their persons, to- 
gether with packs ol cards, etc. The white 
man is a bir-tender for Stamp, and calls him- 
self Ben. McKinnon. Stamp wss fined forty 
dcllars and costs, and each of the others 
twenty-five dollars and costs. Tbe fine was 
too heavy for their pockets, and it is probable 
that a number of the<n will serve a term in 
the bridewell. Sump's saloon has been s m 
ilarlv visited by the police several times be 
fore, aud as it is one of tbe worst dens in the 
evty, It is bo]

operations. 

We are pleased to see that Judee McDon- 
nell and the police are determined to rid the 
city of these vile dens, where the unwary are 
taken in and fleeced. Probably at no time 
aiace Chicago assumed the functions of s city 
has it been cursed with more thieves, black- 
legs, loafers and resells, than it is at the pres 
em time.

sweep around the pretty city in which hie 
headqnarters were situated. It is a very 
pleasant thing to be a sovereign even of a 
■mail territory, and so thought General 
Haghee. General Boyle, however, took it 
Into his head to appoint another commander, 
and sent over Colonel Coburn, of the United 
Slates volunteer', to take the reins out of the 
binds of the militia doners!. General Hughes 
thought a Genera; should outrank a Colonel 
or there was no use in being a General, and 
refused to give up tbe lines, and ordered Col 
onel Coburn under arrest. Colonel Caburn 
thought a Colonel in the United Slates serv- 
ice was a bigg-r man than a mililu General 
and refused to recognise tbe arrest. Thus the 
conflict of authority arose,tad there was a bigb 
old time for a period. The withdrawal of the 
State troops lulled tbe storm, but has not de 
cided the question. It may break out at an 
other time under a similar state of affiirs.
